3. a. Referring to par. 2 of General McClure ’ a ccesaentB, the Study 
Group's use of the term "Soviet,” taken in the narrowest sense, could he 
Misleading, particularly in the condensed Summary on page 2 . 

b- General McClure concurs with the Study Group in regard to 
the iaportance of the contribution which the solution of the high-level 
cryptosystems could make to the problem of advance warning. Whether 
G-2 can he of any help to vis in digging up information which apparently 
CIA has thus far been unable to obtain, X do not know. It is possible 
that Army's CXC could help vis. 

c. With reference to the remarks contained in par. 5 of General 
McClure ’ s~cocra8rrtB , these seen to put G-2 on tbs defensive, and appear to 
be based, only on the statements on personnel made in the Sumaary. The 
Study Group’s contentions in the body of the report and in the Appendix, 
refer especially to research, development and analytic B3A civilian
